PI8CTJSSIOK  ON  8LAVBEY. 

Beport  CJonoluded. 

At  the  close  ol  the  debate  on  Ssturdsy,  May  30, 
Ber.  J.  Shaw,  of  the  Presbytery  of  Oleveland,  said, 

I  am  opposed  to  the  pressing  of  the  Tote  of  post¬ 
ponement  at  the  present  time.  It  may  pot  us  in 
an  undesirable  position.  Now  we  have  fall  scope 
for  diacossion,  the  merits  of  both  papers  being  un¬ 
der  oonsideraUon.  At  the  proper  time,  I  shall  vote 
for  the  postponement  of  the  psper  prepared  by  the 
CJommittee  of  BUla  and  Overtures,  for  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  the  proposed  substitute,  or  something  equiv¬ 
alent  to  it,  for  various  reasons : 

1.  It  does  not  please  either  extreme  on  this  ques- 

tion.  , 

2.  The  thing  proposed  in  the  substitute  is  ad¬ 
mitted  to  be  the  only  thing  that  will  satisfy  those 
who  desire  action  on  this  subject,  and  the  South 
themselves  prefer  such  action  if  any  action  is  to  be 
taken. 

I  am  here  mot  by  the  objection  that  the  As¬ 
sembly  has  no  power  to  take  any  action  on  this 
subject  because  the  Church  has  not  given  them  the 
power.”  To  this  I  reply  the  “  Book  ”  specifically 
denies  to  the  Assembly,  and  to  all  our  Church 
Courts,  the  power  to  legislate.  “  All  Church  pow¬ 
ers,  whether  exorcised  by  the  body  in  general,  or 

in  the  way  of  representation  by  delegated  author  i- 
is  only  ministerial  and  declarative ;  no  church 
judicatory  ought  to  pretend  to  make  laws  to  bind 
the  conscience  in  virtue  of  their  own  authority ;  and 
that  all  their  decisions  should  bo  founded  upon  the 
Word  of  God.”  When  they  exercise  their  “  dedara- 
tks”  power  in  regard  to  doctrines  or  practices,  the 
sUndard  of  their  declaration  is- not  the  Book  of 
Disdpllne ;  It  is  not  the  Confession  ol  Faith  which 
states  what  we  believe  to  bo  the  system  of  truth 
taught  in  the  Bible;  nt-  is  it  the  past  action  and 
precedents  of  the  Ohurc'.i ;  o  if,  the  Book  says,  “  The 
Holy  ScHptures  nre  the  only  hulk  o/  faith  and  mon- 
ners.”  It  is  not  neces^aiy  taat  the  Caurch  should 
declare  for  us  before  wo  have  any  right  to  say  what 
U  orthodox  in  doctrine  or  correct  in  practice.  The 
Bible,  and  not  the  Church,  must  decide  that  ques¬ 
tion.  Wherein  is  our  liberty  greater  than  the  Pa¬ 
pists’  if  the  Church  must  utter  her  voice  before  we 
can  speak  with  confidence  in  regard  to  any  subject 
on  which  the  Bible  speaks  expressly  ?  We  are  not 
thus  bound.  We  have  not,  indeed ,  the  exclusive 
power  of  interpreting  the  Scriptures,  but  our  Book 
does  most  distinctly  confer  it  upon  us.  “  To  the 
Assembly  belongs  the  power  of  decidikg  in  all 
controversies  respecting  doctrine  and  discipHne.” 
We  may  then  speak  on  the  subject  before  us.  We 
are  limited  in  our  action  only  by  “  the  law  and  the 
testimony.” 

If  we  take  any  other  position  on  this  subject,  wo 
condemn  all  the  past  action  of  the  Assembly, 
not  only  on  tUs  subject,  but  on  every  other  on 
which  the  Assembly  has  ever  made  formal  dec'ara- 
tions  of  sentiment.  When  the  Assembly  has  said 
that  to  open  the  Mall  and  to  Keep  open  a  Post  Of- 
fi  . '  on  the  Sabbath  is  inconsistent  with  good  standing 
in  il  e  Church ;  or  that  to  have  a  pecuniary  interest 
in  Saobath  breaking  stage-coaches ;  to  frequent  the 
ball-room ;  to  be  a  UnlversalUt,  &c.,  Ac.,  is  Incon- 
ristent  with  a  Christian  profession,  they  have  tran¬ 
scended  their  powers ;  for  the  Church  has  not  au- 
thoriaed  the  Assembly  to  say  any  of  these  things. 
Some  such  declaration  of  sentiment  has  been  made 
on  some  subject  by  almost  every  Assembly  since 
the  first.  Did  the  fathers  of  our  Church,  in  this 
country,  fail  to  understand  the  Constitution  which 
they  have  handed  down  to  ns  ?  Have  all  who  have 
acted  under  it,  from  the  first  until  now,  failed  to 
understand  what  powers  it  confers  1  Is  it  proba¬ 
ble  that  those  who  give  this  restricted  view  of  the 
Constitutional  power  of  the  Assembly  are  the  first 
to  discover  the  truth  on  this  subject  ?  I  do  not 
envy  them  their  position.  To  maintain  it  requires 
a  degree  of  assurance  that  I  should  not  dare  to  as¬ 
sume  unless  I  thought  the  cause  demanded  it,  and 
I  was  prepared  to  be  a  martyr  for  its  promotion. 

I  should  not  expect  that  this  Assembly  would  very 
easily  relax  their  confidence  in  the  learning,  piety 
and  wisdom  of  all  who  have  preceded  ns.  I  should 
much  sooner  expect  to  lose  their  confidence  myself 
by  taking  such  a  position. 

The  Book  does  indeed  require  that  “  before  any 
overtures  or  regulations,  proposed  by  the  Assembly 
to  be  established  m  constitutional  rules,  shall  be 
obligatory  on  the  churches,  it  shall  be  necessary  *o 
transmit  them  to  all  the  Presbyteries,  and  to  receive 
the  returns  of  at  least  a  majority  of  them,  in  writ¬ 
ing,  approving  thereof.”  This  is  right.  Wo  need 
standing  rules  in  the  transaction  of  our  business, 
but  we  have  no  right  to  make  laws  to  bind  the  con¬ 
science.  We  must  therefore  get  the  voice,  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Church,  before  we  establish  any  such 
rule.  But  not  so  In  regard  to  questions  on  which 
the  Bible  speaks.  We  are  not  shut  up  to  any 
human  authority  in  the  interpretation  of  it.  We 
may  declare  at  any  time,  and  in  the  most  formal 
and  solemn  manner,  what  we  believe  it  teaches  on 
the  subjects  that  come  before  us.  If  we  do  not  take 
tUs  course,  we  throw  aside  the  Bible  and  the  Book 
of  Discipline  both,  in  our  action  on  this  subject,  and 
wait  for  the  voice  of  the  Church. 

That  the  Book  does  give  us  authority  to  act  on 
this  subject,  taking  the  Bible  only  for  our  guide,  is 
evident  from  the  &ct  that  it  has  cot  specified  what 
are  the  offences  which  require  discipline,  but  has 
only  told  ns  what  is  an  offence,  and  given  us  the 
jmle  by  which  to  determine  what  is  an  offence.  “  An 
offence  is  anything  in  the  principles  or  practice  of 
a  church-member  which  is  contrary  to  the  Word  of 
God ;  or  which,  if  it  be  not  in  its  own  nature  sic- 
fiil,  may  tempt  others  to  sin  or  mar  their  spiritual 
edification.”  The  Church  and  all  its  judicatories 
are  left  to  determine  for  themselves  what  are  of¬ 
fences,  and  to  treat  them  as  the  Word  ot  God  di¬ 
rects  ;  but  in  the  proeesa  of.  discipline  they  are  to 
observe  the  standing  rules  which  have  been  adopted 
by  the  Church,  the  more  certainly  to  secure  the 
proper  ends  of  discipline.  We  may  then  pronounce 
upon  the  moral  character  of  Slavery,  and  we  nuy 
proceed,  according  to  ihe  Word  of  God  and  our 
Oonstitution,  to  deal  with  it  as  its  character  de¬ 
mands. 

There  is  no  violation  of  solemn  compact  with  out 
Southern  brethren.  No  pledges  have  been  given 
them  that  the  subject  of  Slavery  should  never  be 
touched.  I  defy  any  man  to  show  that  such  pledges 
have  been  given.  On  the  oontrary,  the  system  has 
been  denounced  frequently  and  strongly,  and  thus 
they  have  been  reminded  from  time  to  time  that 
we  claim  the  right  to  speak  and  act  on  this  subject. 
In  the  name  of  this  Assembly,  in  the  name  of  every 
General  Assembly,  and  in  the  name  of  the  whole 
Church,  I  repel  tho  charge  of  infidelity  to  our  oon- 
sUtutional  compact  with  the  South  as  utterly  des¬ 
titute  of  foundation  in  truth  or  fact. 

Before  Mr.  S.  closed  his  argument  the  Assembly 
adjourned. 

Monday,  Jute  lat. 

The  Assembly  convened  at  9|  o’clock,  and 
after  the  usual  devotional  exercises  proceeded  to 
busiaess. 

Just  before  the  adjournment  on  Saturday,  the 
Bev.  Dr.  Allen,  of  Cincinnati,  read  the  following 


paper  as  a  substitute  for  the  report  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee,  and  in  place  of  tho  one  offered  by  Mr.  Cutler,' 
to  wit: 

The  General  Assembly,  in  view  of  the  memori¬ 
als  before  them,  and  of  the  present  relations  of 
the  Church  to  the  subject  of  Slavery,  feel  called  up¬ 
on  to  make  the  following  exposition  of  principle  and 
duty. 

We  consider  the  holding  and  treating  a  human 
being  as  property,  according  to  the  spirit  and  de¬ 
sign  of  the  Slave  Laws  in  the  Southern  States 
of  our  country,  as  clearly  involving  the  sin  of  op¬ 
pression. 

The  elements  and  ordinary  developments  of  this 
sin  are  such  as  the  followiirg : 

1.  The  withholding  from  man,  without  unavoida¬ 
ble  necessity,  of  the  natural  right  of  personal  lib¬ 
erty. 

2  The  neglect  of  appropriate  efforts  to  deliver 
the  slave  as  speedily  as  practicable  from  the  fearful 
liabilities  to  which  he  is  exposed  while  still  held  in 
legal  bondage. 

3.  The  exaction  of  services  without  any  just  or 
adequate  compensation. 

4.  The  buying  or  selling  of  slaves  for  gun. 

5.  The  separation  of  families,  and  the  practical 
abrogation  of  the  marriage  relation. 

6.  The  exercise  of  cruelty  towards  slaves  in  the 
iLfliction  of  punishment,  and  the  laying  on  of  griev¬ 
ous  burdens. 

7.  Neglect  of  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  slave, 
and  especially  of  that  careful  instruction  in  the 
Word  of  God,  to  which  he  is  entitled. 

Any  one  of  these  frets  involves,  in  our  judg¬ 
ment,  a  breach  of  the  great  requirement,  “  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.”  We  do  not, 
indeed,  pronounce  a  sentence  of  indiscriminate  con 
demnatlon  upon  all  our  brethren  who  are  unfor¬ 
tunately  connected  with  the  system  of  Slavery.  We 
tenderly  sympathize  with  all  those  who  deplore  the 
evil,  and  are  honestly  doing  all  in  their  power  for 
the  present  well-being  of  their  slaves,  and  for  their 
complete  emancipation.  We  would  aid  and  not 
embarrass  such  brethren.  And  yet,  in  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  tho  General  Assembly  of  1818,  we  would 
“  earnestly  warn  them  against  unduly  extending 
the  plea  of  necessity ;  against  making  it  a  cover  for 
the  love  and  practice  of  Slavery,  or  a  pretence  for 
not  using  efforts  that  are  lawful  and  practicable  to 
extinguish  this  evil.” 

The  Presbyterian  Church  in  these  United  States 
has  ever  maintained  the  views  which  arc  here  ex 
pressed  on  this  subject,  from  her  very  infancy  down 
to  the  present  time,  as  clearly  appears  from  her  tes 
timonies  in  1787,  1818, 1846, 1849,  and  1850.  It  is 
with  deep  grief  that  we  now  discover  that  a  portion 
of  the  Church  at  the  South  has  so  far  departed  from 
the  established  doctrine  of  the  Church  in  relation 
to  Slavery,  as  to  maintain  that  “  it  is  an  ordinance 
of  God,”  and  that  the  system  of  Slavery,  existing 
in  these  United  States  is  Scriptural  and  right. 
Against  this  new  and  alarming  doctrine  we  feel  con¬ 
strained  to  bear  our  solemn  testimony.  It  is  at 
war  with  tho  whole  spirit  and  tenor  of  the  gospel 
of  love  and  good  will,  as  well  as  abhorrent  to  the 
conscience  of  the  Christian  world.  We  can  have 
no  sympathy  or  fellowship  with  it ;  and  we  exhort 
all  our  people  to  eschew  it  as  a  serious  and  perni¬ 
cious  error. 

We  are  especially  pained  by  the  fact  that  the 
Presbytery  of  Lexington,  South,  have  given  official 
notice  to  ns  that  a  number  of  ministers  and  ruling 
elders,  as  well  as  many  church  members  in  their 
connection,  hold  slaves  “  from  principle  ”  and  “  of 
choice,”  “  believing  it  to  bo  according  to  tho  Bible, 
right,”  and  have,  without  any  qualifying  explana¬ 
tion,  assumed  the  responsibility  of  sustaining  such 
ministers,  elders  and  church  members,  in  their  po¬ 
sition.  We  deem  it  our  duty,  in  tho  exercise  of 
our  Constitutional  authority,  “  to  bear  testimony 
against  error  in  doctrine  or  immorality  in  practice 
in  any  Church,  Presbytery  or  Synod,”  to  disap¬ 
prove  and  earnestly  condemn  the  position  which 
has  been  thus  assumed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Lex¬ 
ington,  South,  as  one  which  is  utterly  opposed  to 
the  established'  convictions  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  must  operate  to  mar  its  peace  and 
seriously  hinder  its  prosperity,  as  well  as  bring  re¬ 
proach  on  our  holy  religion ;  and  wo  do  hereby  call 
on  the  Presbytery  to  review  and  cwrrcct  their  posi¬ 
tion.  Such  doctrines  and  practice  cannot  bo  per¬ 
manently  tolerated  in  the  Presbyterian  Church _ 

May  they  speedily  melt  away  under  the  illumina¬ 
ting  and  mellowing  influence  of  the  gospel  and 
grace  of  God  our  Savior. 

In  conclusion,  the  Assembly  call  tho  attention  of 
the  Publication  Committee  to  this  subject,  and 
recommend  the  publication,  in  a  convenient  form, 
of  the  entire  testimony  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
touching  this  subject,  at  tho  earliest  practical 
period. 

Rev.  Mr.  McLain,  of  Mississippi,  moved  that  the 
order  of  the  day  be  suspended  in  order  to  take  up 

the  unfinished  business  before  the  Assembly _ the 

Report  on  Slavery. 

This  .was  opposed  by  Dr.  Hatfiold,  Roy.  Mr. 
Shaw,  and  Mr.  Lockwood. 

Rather  than  have  a  discussion  Mr.  McLain  asked 
leave  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  Orders  of  tho  day  were  then  taken  up. 

Beport  of  Fablicatlon  Committee 
The  Committee  on  Publication,  through  Rev. 
George  Dnffiald,  Jr^  reported  that  during  the  past 
year  $25,000  had  been  rused  to  complete  payment 
on  the  Presbyterian  House  at  Philadelphia  i  to 
purchase  the  copyright  of  the  Church  Psalmist,  and 
to  place  the  Committee  on  a  basis  of  capital  in  its 
future  operations.  The  Committee  is  now  prepared 
to  commence  a  regular  system  of  publication,  and 
they  recommend  an  annual  collection  in  the  church¬ 
es  ;  as  also  an  annual  sermon  on  tho  subject  before 
the  General  Assembly. 

The  receipts  the  past  year  have  been  $9,CC0.C3 ; 
the  expenditures  $9,430.86.  Report  accepted, 
and  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Publi¬ 
cation. 

Beligious  Narrative. 

The  second  order,  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Religious  Narratives,  was  read  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Shepherd. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  eleven  Presbyteries 
constituting  the  General  Assembly,  seventy-five 
have  famished  narratives  of  their  religions  state. 

It  is  impossible  to  read  these  narratives  without 
emotion.  They  come  from  every  section  of  our 
land.  They  reflect  the  sentiments  of  earnest  men 
in  widely  different  circumstances.  They  show  the 
most  affecting  contrasts  in  outward  condition  and 
gracious  life.  They  image  with  singular  distinct¬ 
ness  tho  varying  fortunes  of  Christ’s  army.  They 
seem  to  bring  one  into  close,  sacred  contact  with 
Christ’s  body.  They  make  one  feel,  almost  with 
out  figure,  the  throbbings  of  Christ’s  heart. 

In  reading  those  narratives  and  grouping  their 
vast  mass  of  facts  together,  we  note  with  high  sat 
Isfaction,  and  a  grateful  recognition  of  Jehovah’s 
covenant  frithfulness  that,  despite  all  oppositions 
and  discouragements,  despite  the  worldliness  of 
many  who  profess  Christ’s  name,  the  enndty  of  un- 
regenerate  hearts  to  holiness  and  troth,  the  ignor¬ 
ance,  delusion,  infidelity,  depraved  appetite,  and 
espedally  the  agitations  of  our  times,  the  cWch, 
the  past  year,  hu  made  dedded  progress.  We  can¬ 
not  give  in  full  the  proof  of  what  we  thus  affirm. 


We  simply  state  some  few  undoubted  illustrations 
of  augmenting  power. 

Advance  In  Contributions. 

First,  then,  among  the  evidences  of  an  increasing 
vigor  and  efficiency  incur  denomination, we  specify 
a  large  advance  in  contributions  to  Church  pur¬ 
poses  and  the  common  objects  of  benevolence. 
Scarce  a  Presbytery  has  omitted  to  record  the 
erection  or  repairment  ol  church  edifices,  in  many 
instances  at  great  cost.  Some  Presbyteries  speak 
cheertngly  of  recent  liquidations  of  church  debts. 
Some  tell  of  houses  built  or  building  to  supply 
their  ministers  with  homes.  Some  specify  such 
church- extension  enterprises  as  involve  considera¬ 
ble  expenditures, which  yet  are  freely  met  by  a  gen¬ 
erous,  liberal-minded  membership.  And  all,  with¬ 
out  exception,  witness  to  a  growing  interest,  as 
shown  the  past  year  by  money  gifts,  in  the  numer¬ 
ous  agencies  for  evangelizing  our  country  and  the 
world.  These  varied  contributions  are  frequently 
referred  to  in  the  narratives  without  the  slighest 
data  for  an  estimate  of  their  aggregate  amount.  It 
is  coLfidenlly  believed  that  in  no  one  year  has 
their  sum  been  as  great  as  in  the  year  just  closed. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  our  published  sta 
tistics  of  benevolent  contributions  are  so  imper¬ 
fect  as  to  be  almost  worthless  for  an  annual  com¬ 
parison. 

Greater  Activity  in  Cbristian  Iisbors. 

A  second  evidence  of  an  increasing  vigor  and  effi¬ 
ciency  in  our  denomination,  is  an  activity,  greater 
than  before  reported,  in  labors  for  Christ.  These 
labors  are  of  different  kinds ;  some  long  recognized 
and  stamped  with  the  emphatic  sanction  of  ex¬ 
perience  ;  some  recently  begun,  yet  proving  fully 
their  adaptedness  to  the  peculiar  aspects  of  our 
work. 

Among  these  labors  those  connected  with  the 
religious  training  of  the  young,  hold  a  place  of 
special  prominence.  The  Presbyterial ,  Narratives 
reveal  tiie  fact  that  the,pa8t  year  has  witnessed  un¬ 
precedented  numbers  of  the  young  collected  in 
Sunday  Schools  and  Bible  Classes.  From  some 
statistics  embodied  in  those  narratives  we  estimate 
that  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
youth,  each  Sabbath  day,  are  brought  under  the 
direct  influence  of  the  Scriptures  and  the  sanctuary. 
Nor  is  evidence  wanting  that  this  influence  is  at¬ 
tended  by  the  special  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

“  In  one  church,”  we  are  told,  “  where,  as  the  fruit 
of  a  recent  revival,  some  forty  persons  are  indulg¬ 
ing  hope  of  having  passed  from  death  unto  life,  al¬ 
most  every  one  of  the  forty  is  either  a  Bible  class 
or  Sabbath  school  scholar,  and  the  average  age  of 
the  converts  is  only  16  years.” 

But  not  only  in  the  Sunday  Schools  and  Bible 
classes  long  established,  is  this  activity  in  Christian 
labors  shown,  but  tho  past  year  has  witnessed  an 
unusual  enterprise  and  zeal,  among  the  churches  in 
cities  and  large  towns,  to  seek  out  tho  children  of 
the  poor  and  wretched  and  collect  them  into  Mis¬ 
sion  Schools.  This  effort  is  connected  with  another 
of  great  promise.  A  systematic  visitation  of  the 
families  neglecting  the  sanctuary  has  been  begun, 
in  many  places  with  tho  happiestjresults.  Tho  uni¬ 
form  testimony  of  the  Presbyteries  reporting  frets, 
in  this  connection  U,  that  the  efiort  has  famished 
professed  ChrisUans  an  important  moans  of  grace 
whilst  it  has  added  very  largely  to  tho  attendance 
in  the  schools  and  in  the  churches.  It  has  had, 
moreover,  the  seal  of  God’s  approval.  Not  a  few  of 
the  wanderers  ont  of  the  way  have  been  reclaimed 
and  brought  to  blessed  fellowship  with  the  Father 
and  his  Son  Jesus  Christ. 

This  increased  activity  which  over  all  tho  Church 
is  beginning  to  display  itself  finds  an  additional  illus¬ 
tration  in  tiiose  Presbyteries  which  are  brought  into 
contact  with  slaves.  The  heart  of  Christian  love  is 
evidently  yearning  over  those  who  are  in  bonds. 
One  Presbytery  testifies : 

“  Within  the  bounds^  of  our  hhurches  the  gospel 
is  regularly,  and  with  effect,  dispensed  by  our  min¬ 
isters  to  the  slave  population.” 

Another  Presbytery  reports : 

”  The  pastors  and  elders  of  the  churches  hold  re¬ 
peated  meetings  for  the  colored  people  wherever 
they  seem  to  be  called  for,  while  the  people  are  al¬ 
ways  welcome  in  all  our  congregations.” 

And  still  another  Presbytery  says :  There  is 
considerable  preaching  to  tho  colored  people.” 

These  are  but  specimens  of  similar  statements. 
We  record  them  with  great  pleasure,  as  evidencing 
that  amid  the  conflicts  of  opinion  and  the  strifes  of 
parties,  the  claims  of  a  dependent  people  to  share 
with  others  the  blessings  of  the  gospel  are  not  over¬ 
looked. 

Another  illustration  of  increased  activity  in  la¬ 
bors  for  Christ  is  found  in  the  inauguration  in  many 
Presbyteries  of  such  missionary  arrangements  as 
promised  to  supply  destitutions  in  their  respective 
fields.  The  feeling  is  becoming  stronger,  year  by 
year,  that  every  Presbytery  must  occupy  tho 
wastes  that  lie  around  it ;  that  whilst  the  field  is 
the  world  there  is  a  special  obligation  to  begin  at 
Jerusalem.  Tho  past  year  has  brought  out  this 
feeling  in  new  forms.  We  regard  the  fact  as]  fore 
shadowing  the  true  feeling  of  such  a  Church  as  ours, 
and  as  the  precursor  of  good  things  to  come.  We 
know  nothing  more  touching  than  tho  simple  story 
in  some  cf  the  na.rativesof  enterprises  undertaken, 
sacrifices  made,  toils  encountered,  burdens  borne, 
in  order  that  an  empire,  the  grandest  that  tho  sun 
looks  down  on,  may  bo  won  for  Christ. 

Growing  Permanency  in  the  Pastoral  Belation 
A  third  evidence  of  an  increasing  vigor  and  effi¬ 
ciency  in  our  denomination,  is  the  growing  perman 
encyof  the  pastoral  relation.  We  have  been  es 
pedally  struck  with  indications  of  this  fact  embod¬ 
ied  in  the  narratives.  Presbyteries  in  every  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  country  speak  of  ”  a  growing  sontimont 
in  the  churches  ”  that  the  ministry  is  entitled  to 
better  pecuniary  support  than  heretofore  afforded. 
They  tell  us  that  quite  a  number  of  the  churches 
have,  the  past  year,  added  liberally  to  salaries,  be 
cause  it  is  beginning  to  bo  seen  and  felt  that  one 
grand  cause  of  sundered  pastorates  is  the  cruel 
poverty  to  which  too  many  pastors  have  been 
thoughtlessly  doomed.  They  teU  us  that  the  con 
viction  is  becoming  general,  in  some  quarters,  that 
if  the  churches  would  secure  God’s  blessing  they 
must  first  be  just  to  God’s  laborious  servants.  They 
give,  in  this  connection,  emphatic  testimony  to  the 
greater  efficiency  of  those  churches  where  the  pas 
tors  are  well  supported.  They  express,  in  numer¬ 
ous  instances,  their  eatUfrctlon  that  the  pastoral  re¬ 
lation  exists  between  so  many  of  their  ministers 
and  churches,  and  their  purpose  to  discourage  mere 
supplies.  They  declare  that  the- tendency  to 
change  is  giving  way  to  sentiments  conditioning  the 
best  church  growth  upon  the  permanent  co-opera¬ 
tive  toils  of  pastors  and  their  flocks. 

We  hiul  this  utterance  of  the  Presbyteries  with 
unfeigned  joy.  We  account  it  full  of  precious  bless¬ 
ing.  Wo  believe  that  nothing  would  so  enlarge, 
establish,  and  bless  our  Zion  as  the  settlement  of 
liuthful  pastors  in  all  our  churches,  and  tho  making 
tho  relation  permanent  by  generous  support  and 
cordial  co-operation. 

Growth  of  Healthy  Denominational  Teellnc 

A  fourth  evidence  (ff  an  increasing  vigor  and  effi 
dency  in  our  denomination  U  the  rapid  growth  of 
a  healthy  denmninational  feeling.  This  growth  is 
confined  to  no  locality,  but  reveals  itself  in  every 
section  of  the  Ohurch.  A  Presbytery  in  the  ex¬ 
treme  North-west  says :  “  We  are  growing  denom- 
inationaL”  A  Presbytery  in  the  extreme  Ifrit 


says :  «  On  every  band  there  are  tho  most  gratify¬ 
ing  indications  that  our  people  are  beginning  to  act 
with  cffidency  from  an  intelligent  conviction  that 
our  Church  ought  to  do  her  own  work.” 

A  Presbytery  midway  between  the  Hudson  and 
Mississippi  says : 

“  The  churches  present  nothing  indicating  a  want 
of  unity  and  harmony,  or  of  confidence  in  the  prin¬ 
ciples,  doctrines  and  order  of  our  branch  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  A  more  thorough  acquaint¬ 
ance  with  its  genius  and  mission  has  tended  to 
strengthen  and  confirm  our  frith  in,  and  to  in¬ 
crease  our  attachment  to  its  doctrines  and  polity.” 

Still  another  Presbytery,  in  a  locality  quite  re¬ 
mote  from  those  just  dted,  and  representative  of 
a  large,  important  section  of  the  Church,  thus 
writes : 

“As  a  Presbytery  we  would  record  with  grati¬ 
tude  our  conviction  that  there  is  among  us  an  in- 
rreasing  sympathy  for,  and  co-eporation  with  our 
beloved  Zion,  in  her  attempts  to  meet  her  weighty 
rcfponsibillties.” 

These  oft  repeated  declarations  cf  attachment  to 
our  denomination  find  abundant  confirmation  in  the 
Narratives.  It  is  especially  encouraging  to  note 
that  many  Presbyteries,  in  every  part  of  our  ex 
tended  field,  bear  willing  testimonies  to  the  wisdom 
and  necessity  of  those  great  plans  of  church  devel- 
epmont,  which  our  Assembly,  the  few  past  years, 
has  been  laboriously  perfecting.  The  feeling  evi¬ 
dently  is  that  our  Church  is  summoned  to  a  work 
which  she  must  do,  or  fail  in  loyalty  to  Christ. 
The  indications  plainly  are  that  common  sentiments 
and  sympathies,  like  some  vital  force,  are  begin¬ 
ning  to  pervade  our  Zion,  and  to  constrain  her  sons 
to  pray,  “  Peace  be  within  thy  walls  and  prosperity 
within  thy  palaces.” 

Iionsing  for  Bevivals. 

Another  and  the  last  evidence  wo  cite  of  an  In¬ 
creasing  vigor  and  efficiency  in  our  Denomination, 
is  the  intense  longing  breathed  through  all  tho  Nar¬ 
ratives  for  a  general,  glorious  outpouring  of  the 
Spirit.  The  past  year  has  not  been  one  which  may 
be  characterized  as  a  year  of  revivals,  although 
many  churches  in  many  Presbyteries  have  been 
greatly  quickened,  and  some  have  been  favored 
with  spiritual  influences  of  extraordinary  power. 

But  where  God  has  sent  and  has  withheld  these 
gracious  showers,  the  feeling  is  alike  profound  that 
nothing  can  or  should  content  the  Church  but  floods 
of  light  and  love,  which,  sweeping  away  the  Church’s 
worldliness,  shall  bear  on  ample  tide  “  the  fulness 
of  tho  Gentiles  ”  unto  Christ. 

One  Presbytery  says :  “  Tho  dearth  of  revival 
influences  is  alarming.”  Another  writes :  “  To  our 
enlargement  and  highest  edification,  revivals  are 
indispensable.”  Still  another  witnesses:  “The 
Church  needs  a  refreshing  from  the  Lord  for  ber 
growth,  nay,  for  her  very  existence.”  And  still 
another  touchingly  declares :  “  We  would,  with  our 
brethren  in  other  parts  of  our  Zion,  and  on  our 
bended  knees,  offer  the  prayer  of  Habakkuk,  ‘  0, 
Lord,  revive  thy  work.’  ” 

This  longing  for  revivals  we  cannot  but  consider 
a  cheering  indication  of  the  noblest  life.  Next  to 
a  state  of  actual  revival,  is  the  sense  of  its  need, 
and  the  straggle  to  attidn  it,  at  any  sacrifice  of 
treasure,  toil  or  time.  We  trust  that  the  period  is 
not  distant  when  this  state  of  actual  general,  glo¬ 
rious  revival  shall  be  ours;  when  the  Church, 
“seeking  the  Lord  God  by  prayers  and  supplica¬ 
tions,  with  fasting  and  sackcloth  and  ashes,”  shall 
find  the  annual  record  of  her  progress  a  blessed 
realization  of  the  Prophet’s  vision :  “  Thou  shalt  bo 
a  crown  of  glory  in  the  hand  of  tho  Lord,  and  a 
royal  diadem  in  the  hand  of  thy  God.  Thou  shalt 
no  more  be  termed  Forsaken  ;  neither  shall  thy 
laud  any  more  be  termed  Desolate ;  but  thou  shalt 
bo  called  Hepzlbah  and  thy  land  Beulah.” 

In  conclusion,  whilst  rejoicing  that  tho  Church 
lives  and  famishes,  the  past  year,  most  cheering 
proofs  of  increasing  energy,  wo  are  not  to  be  un¬ 
mindful  that  her  sons  die.  We  record  in  this,  as  in 
every  annual  Narrative,  the  decease  of  a  number  of 
our  brethren,  who,  resting  from  their  labors,  say  to 
us :  “  Work  while  it  is  called  to-day.”  The  names 
of  tho  deceased  are  as  follows :

Hon.  Mr.  Allison,  of  Philadelphia,  presented  a 
minority  report  in  the  shape  of  a  resolution,  that 


the  General  Assembly  do  not  appoint  a  delegate  to 
the  German  Reformed  Synod.  He  explained,  at 
length,  the  grounds  of  it  to  be  tho  Rornsniaing  ten¬ 
dencies  of  R>v.  Dr.  Nevin,  of  the  German  Reform¬ 
ed  Theological  Seminary  at  Mercersburg.  The  other 
Assembly  and  tjje  Datch  Reformed  Church  have 
withdrawn  correspandence,  on  this  account. 

Dr.  Hamner  moved  that  the  first  report  bo  adopt¬ 
ed,  except  so  much  as  refers  to  the  appointment  of 
a  delegate  to  the  German  Reformed  Synod. 

R?v.  Dr.  Allen  opposed  tho  report  of  the  nomi¬ 
nating  committee  on  tho  ground  that  not  a  single 
anti-slavery  man  bad  been  nominated,  and  hence 
our  representatives  before  corresponding  bodies 
will  fail  to  express  the  prevailing  views  of  the 
Church. 

Mr.  McLain  moved  to  amend  tho  report  by  sub- 
stitutiog  Dr.  Allen’s  name  for  Mr.  Dickinson’s,  and 
Rdv.  Calvin  Clark’s  for  Dr.  Hamner’s,  in  order  that 
instead  of  the  only  two  Southern  men  nominated, 
the  Assembly  might  have  two  of  the  strongest  anti- 
slavery  men.  On  this  amendment  there  was  quite 
an  exciting  debate. 

Rev.  Dr.  Chester,  who  was  one  of  the  nominee*, 
avowed  himself  an  extreme  conservative,  and  said 
that  though  he  had  the  general  anti-slavery  feeling 
of  the  North,  ho  was  fanatical  in  his  conservatism. 

Rov.  Mr.  Hovey,  of  N.  Y.,  another  of  tho  nom¬ 
inees,  said  Dr.  Chester  had  dt  fined  his  position  ex 
actly. 

Dr.  Dewitt  most  emphatically  denied  that  the 
report  had  been  prepared  with  any  design  of  doing 
injustice  to  any  section.  The  question  of  Slavery 
and  Anti-Slavery,  of  North  and  South,  had  not  en 
tered  his  mind  whilst  preparing  his  report,  and  that 
he  had  but  a  limited  personal  acquaintance  with  tho 
persons  appointed. 

Mr.  McLain  pressed  tho  passage  of  his  resolution. 

It  was  tho  only  thing  to  harmonize  the  Assembly. 

Rev.  Mr.  Seelyo  said  that  when  the  report  was 
read  he  had  the  same  feeling  which  Dr.  Allen  ex¬ 
pressed,  and  was  glad  that  he  had  expressed  it. 
Still  he  would  vote  for  tho  report  of  the  Committee. 

,  Rev.  Mr.  White,  of  Tennessee,  spoke  earnestly 
in  defence  of  Southern  rights,  and  complained  of 
the  spirit  with  which  the  brethren  from  that  sec¬ 
tion  are  treated. 

Dr.  Hamner,  of  Baltimore,  said  ho  should  not 
permit  his  name  to  stand ;  even  if  unanimously 
elected,  he  would  not  serve.  We  are  not  an  anti- 
slavery  body.  We  stand,  in  regard  to  that  ques 
tion,  just  where  our  Old  School  brethren  stand,  on 
the  Constitution.  Dr.  H.  spoke  aiMer  considerable 
feeling,  and  when  appealed  to  to  withhold  his  de 
cision  not  to  servo,  refused  to  do  so. 

After  some  farther  debate,  Mr.  McLain’s  amend 
meet  was  rejected,  and  pending  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  the  Assembly  adjourned  to  3  P.M. 

Monday  Afternoon. 

At  three  o’clock,  the  Assembly  convened,  the 
business  before  the  house  being  the  motion  to  adopt 
the  majority  report  of  the  Committee  on  nominat 
ing  Delegates  to  Foreign  Bodies,  except  so  much  as 
referred  to  the  German  Reformed  Church. 

Mr.  Hastings,  of  Rochester,  thought  the  Assem 
bly  should  not  condemn  that  body  unheard.  We 
have  no  proper  evidence  before  us  that  it  does  not 
hold  orthodox  views.  We  should  give  them  an  op¬ 
portunity  of  explanation  and  defence  before  we  take 
such  action  as  is  now  proposed. 

Dr.  DaWitt  said  many  cf  the  Presbyterian 
churches  in  Pennsylvania  were  in  close,  fraternal 
relations  with  the  German  Reformed  Church,  and 
there  was  nothing  in  their  preaching  or  in  their  in¬ 
dividual  sentiments  which  is  objectionable.  They 
frequently  united  in  celebrating  the  Lord’s  Supper. 
It  was  true  Dr.  Nevin,  cf  Mercersburg,  bad  taught 
doctrines  with  which  we  could  have  no  sympathy 
or  fellowship,  but  he  was  not  now  connected  with 
the  Theological  Seminary,  nor  was  ho  the  pas¬ 
tor  of  any  of  their  churches. 

Me.  Hastings  moved  that  all  of  Dr.  Hamner’s 
motion  referring  to  the  German  Reformed  Church 
be  stricken  out.  Carried. 

The  msjority  report  was  then  adopted. 

A  motion  was  made  that  tho  discussion  on  Slave¬ 
ry  terminate  on  Tuesday,  at  12  M. 

This  was  opposed  by  Rev.  Mr.  Handy,  of  Vs.  He 
thought  that  great  good  had  already  resulted  to 
this  city  from  the  discussion  of  this  subject,  and  he 
believed  more  good  would  be  done  both  to  this 
place  and  the  country  at  large,  wero  tho  discussion 
continued. 

Rev.  Mr.  McLain  wanted  it  understood  that  the 
brethren  who  were  now  attempting  to  close  tho 
discussion  were  the  persons  who  forced  the  ques¬ 
tion  on  u*. 

Rev.  Robert  M.  Morrison,  of  Mississippi,  said  as 
he  was  the  guilty  man  who  had  written  those  reso' 
lotions  on  the  death  of  Rev.  Mr.  Holley,  ho  would 
demand  tho  right  to  bo  heard  before  the  discussion 
ended. 

Mr.  Roe  Lcckwood,  of  N.  T.,  hoped  the  Assembly 
would  hear  the  South  to  tho  very  last  man. 

,  The  motion  was  lost. 

Churob  Xztenslon. 

Rev.  R.  W.  Patterson,  Chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Church  Extension,  made  a  report. 
Accepted  and  ordered  on  the  Docket. 

Discussion  on  Slavery. 

The  discussion  of  tho  subject  of  Slavery  was  then 
resumed. 

Rov.  James  Shaw,  of  Newburg,  OUo,  having  had 
the  floor  when  the  Assembly  adjourned  on  Satur 
day,  proceeded  With  his  vindication  of  the  consti¬ 
tutionality  of  the  proposed  action.  He  argued,  also, 
that  the  exigences  of  the  case  required  the  Assem¬ 
bly  to  take  some  further  steps  than  any  hitherto 
proposed  by  previous  Assemblies.  It  was  demand¬ 
ed  by  both  portions  of  the  Church,  South  as  well  as 
North,  and  the  nature  of  the  offence  requires  it. 
Past  testimony  having  been  confessedly  Ineffective, 
the  time  had  arrived  for  something  more  positive 
and  decided.  If  consistent  with  our  past  action,  we 
must  proceed  farther  than  the  first  report  proposes. 
We  are  told  that  our  past  testimonies  have  only 
served  to  rivet  the  chains  of  the  slave,  and  confirm 
the  master  In  his  views  of  the  right  of  the  relation 
— that  it  is  no  sin.  This,  he  contended,  was  no 
good  reason  for  desisting,  as  it  was  but  the  natural 
result  of  any  moral  reformation.  When  truth  was 
brought  home  to  men’s  consciences,  so  as  to  make 
them  feel  its  power,  its  first  effect,  not  unfrequent- 
ly,  was  to  make  them  defiant,  l^tances  of  this 
all  had  witnessed  in  the  Temperance  Reformation. 
To  prove  that  American  Slavery  was  an  abomina¬ 
tion  and  an  offence  in  the  sight  of  God,  the  papers 
drawn  up  by  the  Synods  of  Kentucky  and  South 
Carolina  wore  quoted  with  great  effect,  as  also  the 
testimony  borne  by  Patrick  Henry  and  Thomas 
Jefferson.  Admit  tiiis  Southern  evidence,  and  there 
is  no  necessity  of  going  to  the  scriptural  argument 
in  order  to  condemn  the  system.  An<i  oof 
natures  spontaneously  rise  up  against  it.  Who 
would  not  sooner  see  his  child  laid  in  the  grave 
than  consigned  to  hopeless  bondage  ?  The  answer 
of  every  man  the  world  over  would  be  the  same, 
were  the  alternative  presented  to  him. 

Rev.  S.  K.  Sneed,  of  Iowa,  who  had  himself  been 
a  slaveholder  and  fimd  his  slaves,  next  addressed 
the  Assembly,  exposing  the  evils  and  wrongs  of 
slavery,  yet  sympathizing  with  hU  Southern  breth¬ 
ren,  whose  piety  and  labors  in  the  Gospel,  and  revi 
vals  under  ^dr  ministry,  be  attested  from  personal 
knowledge.  His  eondoffing  remarks  were  la  iavor 


of  emancipating  and  educating  the  blacks,  in  a  col¬ 
lege  with  Dr.  Ross  for  President,  and  he  asserted 
his  willingness  to  aid  his  brethren  in  freeing  their 
slaves.  He  urged  the  duty  of  providing  for  the 
orphan  and  aged  slaves,  and  wished  tho  subject  set¬ 
tled  on  a  good  union  ground  of  well  being,  North 
and  South,  for  the  salvation  of  the  slave  and  master. 

Dr.  S.  C.  Aiken,  of  Cleveland,  said :  From  what 
has  already  been  srid  on  the  floor  of  this  Assembly, 
it  is  evident  to  me  that  the  time  has  come  for  more 
decided  action  on  tho  subject  of  slavery  than  wo 
have  ever  yet  taken.  It  is  time  our  voice  should  be 
so  clear  and  distinct  as  that  none  can  faU  to  hear  and 
understand  it.  la  respect,  my  good  friend  Dr. 
Reas  has  set  us  an  example  which  I  mean  to  follow. 

Ho  speaks  out  boldly  and  clearly,  and  if  we  may 
suppose  him  to  be  a  fair  repreaonUtive  of  the  South, 
then  we  can  no  longer  doubt  tho  position  cf  tho 

South  in  r^ard  to  Slavery. 

M^  Moderator,  for  nearly  half  a  century  until 
witbin  one  or  two  years,  I  have  always  understood 
the  voice  of  the  Southern  church  to  condemn  slave¬ 
ry  as  a  vory  great  evil,  if  not  a  sin  against  God  and 
man — an  evil  from  which  she  desired  and  prayed  to 
be  delivered,  but  could  not  be— an  evil  inflicted 
upon  her  by  the  force  of  oircumstances,  without  her 
consent,  when  the  old  States  were  British  colonies- 
How  often  within  40  years  have  I  heard  such  lan¬ 
guage  from  Southern  gentlemen  in  this  Assembly ; 
and,  if  I  do  not  mistako,  repeatedly  from  Dr.  Ross 
himself;  and  tho  resolution  of  1818,  passed  unani¬ 
mously,  is  documentary  proof  that  our  good.  lathers 
meant  what  they  said.  They  call  it  by  its  ^ 
name,  a  sin,  and  impliedly  at  least  deprecate  the 
wrath  of  the  Almighty  on  account  of  it. 

But  the  times  have  changed,  and  the  church 
South  have  changed  with  them.  If  my  friend  Dr. 
Ross,  and  other  gentlemen  on  this  floor,  and  some 
recent  doings  of  Presbyteries,  are  a  fair  exponent 
of  her  views — then,  so  far  as  the  article  of  slavery 
is  concerned,  she  has  departed  from  the  frith.  It 
is  now  maintained  that  slavery  is  right ;  that  it  is 
an  ordination  of  God ;  that  it  is  sanctioned  by  His 
Word ;  that  its  evils  are  only  such  as  are  common 
in  the  marriage  relation  and  under  all  forms  of  civil 
government. 

Now,  I  am  happy  to  believe  that  such  sentiments, 
contrary,  as  we  believe,  to  tho  Word  of  God,  are 
not  universal  at  the  South.  There  are  Christian 
men  and  women  there  who  repudiate  them.  Still, 
we  have  reason  to  fear  that  such  sentiments  are 
very  present  at  tho  South,  and,  as  I  have  been 
told  by  a  Southern  gentleman  on  this  fl.)or,  are 
daily  growing  more  so. 

Now,  under  these  circumstances,  the  question 
comes  up,  What  shall  we  of  the  North  do  1  We 
cannot  afford  to  lose  our  churches  and  members  as 
we  have  done  on  account  of  our  supposed  contact 
with  slavery.  And  yet  I  desire  to  do  nothing 
wrong — nothing  unconstitutional.  It  is  in  my 
heart  also  to  consult  the  best  good  of  the  South  as 
well  as  the  North.  The  question,  I  know,  is  a  dif¬ 
ficult  one ;  but  we  must  meet  it.  Some  action  by 
this  Assembly,  definite  and  decided,  is  demanded 
both  by  tho  South  and  the  North,  and  we  cannot 
avoid  it. 

Mr.  Moderator,  I  am  a  conservative  man.  On 
most  or  all  subjects  that  now  agitate  the  Church 
and  community,  I  am  willing  to  confess  that  I  am 
conservative.  As  a  general  thing,  I  dislike  extreme 
measures,  because — so  far  as  my  observation  goes— 
their  result  is  usually  unhappy  and  disastrous; 
whether  in  religion,  in  morals,  or  in  politics,  they 
usually  accomplish  but  little  good  and  often  much 
evil.  But  there  are  times  and  circumstanoes,  when 
something  out  of  the  ordinary  course  and  which 
has  the  appearance  of  being  extreme,  is  unavoidable 
and  justifiable.  I  do  not  say  that  either  paper,  the 
one  introdnoed  by  Mr.  Cutler,  or  the  other  by  Dr. 
Allen,  contemplates  an  extreme  measure.  I  see  no 
difference  between  them.  But  either  of  them  will 
be  going  farther  than  as  an  Assembly  we  have  ever 
gone.  Adopt  either, and  it  will  not  bo  an  act  of  ex-, 
cision,  to  which  I  am  utterly  opposed.  But,  in  my  i 
opinion,  it  will  bo  taking  right  ground — constitu¬ 
tional  ground.  It  will  be  a  practical  measure,  which 
all  can  see  and  understand,  and  perhaps  free  both 
North  and  South.  It  will  be  no  Delphic  oracle,  as 
my  friend  Dr.  Ross  thinks  all  our  former  meunres 
have  been.  Through  him  and  others,  the  church 
South  has  come  out  clearly,  boldly,  magnanimously, 
and  declared  that  slavery  is  not  a  sin ;  that  it  is 
sanctioned  by  the  Bible,  and  I  know  not  but  some 
can  go  as  far  as  Southern  politicians  have  gone — but 
I  hope  not — and  say  that  slavery  is  indispensable  to 
constitute  the  most  perfect  and  glorious  type  of  civ¬ 
ilization!  What  I  want  If,  that  this  Assembly 
should  be  equally  clear,  equally  bold  and  magnani¬ 
mous,  and  say  to  the  church  South — Brethren,  you 
may  have  your  peculiar  institution  with  iH  its  bless¬ 
ings  and  curses,  but  we  of  the  North,  as^  conscien¬ 
tious  men,  cannot  fellowship  it. 

I  intend  to  be  plrin  and  open-hearted.  I  will 
tell  you  what  I  should  like  to  have  done  by  this 
Assembly  before  we  adjourn.  Nor  is  it  impracti¬ 
cable.  I  should  like  to  see  a  kind,  aihtcable  and 
fraternal  separation  on  the  ground  that  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  religion  North  and  Soutii  demand  it.  I 
should  be  both  sorry  and  glad  to  see  it. 1  should 
be  sorry  to  part  with  old  friends  widi  whom  I  have 
been  associated  forty  years— with  brethren  who  so 
manfully  stood  by  ns  in  the  trying  soenea  of  1837, 
and  whom,  notwithstanding  our  differences,  I  still 
respect  and  love.  On  the  contrary,  I  should  be 
glad  to  witness  the  separation,  and  for  this  simple 
reason — “  how  can  two  walk  together  except  they 
be  agreed  ?”  Cui  bono  ?  what  use  Is  this  everlast¬ 
ing  contention  about  Slavery  7  lam  tired  of  it— 
sick  of  it.  If,  as  my  brother  Seeley  thinks,  the  agi¬ 
tation  has  done  great  good,  we  will  ho  satisfied 
with  the  good  already  done,  and  pray  to  have  no 
more.  Like  Abraham  and  Lot,  we  are  brethren ; 
like  them  we  differ,  and  our  difference  is  on  a  point 
infinitely  more  radical  and  imporfypt  tlum  thefr’s 
was.  However  kind  In  feeling  towards  oiie  another, 
there  U  no  harmony  la  sentimeni— no  prospect  of 
any— never  can  be  any  so  long  as  evil  is  called  good, 
and  good  evil.  In  my  opinion,  a  friendly  division 
would  greatly  promote  the  interests  of  religion  in 
both  seetions  of  our  Zion.  It  would  give  peace  to 
the  North,  save  us  from  farther  agitation,  and  pre¬ 
vent  our  churches  and  members  from  going  over  to 
other  bodies  as  they  have  gone.  In  a  pecuniary 
point  of  view,  u  well  as  spiritual,  it  would  benefit 
the  Ohurch  South.  She  would,  if  she  wants  them, 
receive  ten- fold  more  funds,  than  she  now  receives 
through  the  Southo  rn  Aid  Society,  or  the  Home 
Missionary  Society. 

If  our  brethren  should  consent  quietly  to  with¬ 
draw,  I  for  one  would  bid  them  G^’s  Messing.  I 
would  say  to  them.  Go  and  preach  the  gospel  in  the 
rich  vales  of  the  South,  and  enjoy  their  balmy 
breezes;  go  and  demonstrate  that  by  promoting 
true  Christianity,  the  arts  and  sciences,  agriculture, 
manufactures,  and  whatsoever  can 
society.  Slavery  is  not  from  the  pit,  but  a  boon 
from  the  skies,  and  under  the  special' cafe  and  ben¬ 
ediction  of  the  Almighty.  They  wlB  htve  a  broad 
and  delightful  field  to  cultivate,  suffl^t  to  absorb 
all  their  energies ;  while  we  of  the  North,  happy  in 
the  lot  assigned  us  by  Proridenee,  will  continue  to 
dwMI  on  free  soil,  laborifif  with  our  «wn  hands, 
with  a  consdence  nadisturbed  and  unpdloted  by 
contact  with  Slavery.  We,  too,  will  hope  a  broad 
and  dellghtm  field  to  cultivate,  extcndhn  ^ 
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Ail  Ml  lift  to  tbe  P4Ciflo— A  fl«ld  thit  will

Assembly  Adjourned  to  meet  At  8  1-4  P.  M.

After  prAyer  And  rcAding  of  the  minutes,  Rey. 

Dr.  Dewitt,  of  Pa.,  Arose  And  sidd : 

He  fdt  that  the  Assembly  bad  become  weary  of  tUs 
dtocuadoD,  and  wished  it  closed.  He  only  spoke  be¬ 
cause  he  fdt  that  the  sentiments  of  that  portion  of  the 
Church  he  represented  ought  to  bo  heard. 

What  is  the  p<dnt  in  this  discussion  1  How  many— 
and  in  what  sense  are  the  members  of  our  Presbyteries 
and  churches  in  the  slayehold'rg  States,  implicated  In 
the  eyll  and  dn  of  Slavery— and  in  regard  to  whom  we 
feel  oorselyeB  called  upem  to  take  action  1  What  then 
to  the  iseuel  It  is  not  wheth«  r  ;hi8  Assembly,  or  the 
churches  which  it  represents,  are  responsible  for  the 
exiatenge  of  slayery  in  the  Southern  States.  They  hold 
their  slayes  under  the  protection  of  the  Constitution, 
formed  and  adopted  by  the  different  States,  before  the 
Q^oeral  Assembly  had  an  existence,  and  certainly  no 
one  will  contend,  boweyer  wrong  they  may  deem  the 
InsUtution  of  slavery,  that  this  A'sembiy  is  responsible 
for  its  existence  in  this  country.  Neither  is  it  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  laws  enacted  for  its  regulation  in  the  slave 
States  They  often  are  cruel  and  oppressive  in  the  ex¬ 
treme ’but  are  we  as  a  General  As  embly  responsible 
for  these  laws!  No  one  will  a.ssert  it.  Nor  are  onr 
Southern  churches  responsible  for  them,  any  fisher 
than  the  male  ciwisens  of  adult  age,  can  exert  their  m- 
fluence  ss  ciUzens  in  doing  what  is  wise  and  best  to 
abolish  them.  If  in  our  judgment  they  mvAokt  their 
duty  they  do  not  reoessarily  sin,  or  are  they  amenable 
for  such  mistakes  at  our  bar.  We  may  expostulate  and 
remonstrate  with  them,  and  point  out  what  wo  deem  a 
better  way ;  but  in  these  mistakes  they  do  not  expose 
themselves  to  our  censures  and  rebukes.  If  they 
affirm  that  they  act  conscientiously,  and  there  is  no  ovi 
dence  to  the  contrary,  we  must  believe  them,  at  leat  in 
OUT  judicial  capacity,  and  le^'er  them  to  the  judgment 
of  that  God  who  only  searcheth  the  heart. 

Now  let  us  endeavor  to  ascertain  how  many  church 
members  there  are  in  the  five  Synods  of  the  Southern 
States,  to  whom  belong  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
T«aiA  adult  cllizenB,  for  they  otfy,and  only  in  the  sense 
I  have  stated,  are  responslb’e  for  the  instdtuUon  of 
slavery,  and  the  laws  that  regulate  the  institution ;  for 
they  are  the  only  Individnals  in  our  churches  at  the 
South  that  can  in  a  legitimate  way,  in  accordance  with 
the  political  institutions  under  which  they  live,  reach 
the  Institution  of  slavery,  either  for  its  entire  abroga¬ 
tion,  or  its  amelioration,  unless  they  enter  upon  a  revo 
hitioD  and  seek  to  remove  it  by  that  means.  Now  while 
sitting  here,  as  the  highest  judicial  court  of  our  Church 
Intending  to  take  action  that  will  regard  that  complicity 
of  these  church  members  in  the  evils  and  sin  of  slavery, 
we  must  have  distinctly  before  us  these  church  mem 


ters  converted  to  the  faith  of  Christ  thev  are  under  law 
to  Him,  and  are  bound  to  conform  to  his  statutes  in  all 
As  Christian  mastws  they  are 
bound  to  recognize  their  slaves  as  men.  As  Christian 
brethren,  if  they  too  are  converted,  they  are  to  respect 
their  inalienable  rights.  If  they  are  husbands,  or  wives, 
or  parents,  or  children,  they  are  to  accede  to  them 
their  rights  and  their  privileges  in  these  relations. 
Whatever  may  be  the  laws  of  the  country  in  which 
they  are,  they  must  be  governed  by  the  laws  of  Christ. 

If  Ae  dvil  institutions  of  the  country  are  such  that  they 
are  prevented  from  giving  expression  to  their  aflactlon 
for  those  held  in  bondage,  as  they  would  under  other 
drcunutances  deem  it  their  duty,  that  love  must  still 
rule  their  hearts  in  all  their  relations  and  be  practical 
in  its  effects.  Nothing  can  release  them  from  the  obli¬ 
gations  of  this  love.  It  is  Christ’s  inj  unction.  It  is  the 
law  of  His  Kingdom. 

Now  in  that  kingdom  in  its  visible  administration,  its 
glorious  Sing  has  instituted  an  executive  government  to 
watek  over  its  interests  on  earth,  and  see  that  His  Uws 
are  obeyed.  According  to  our  view  as  Presbyterians 
there  are  gradations  in  this  visible  government.  There 
is  first  the  Church  Session,  then  the  Presbytery,  then 
the  Synod,  and  finally  the  General  Assembly,  whose 
members  must  watch  over  the  particular  church  over 
which  you  have  made  them  overseers— then  the  Pres¬ 
bytery  whose  duty  it  is  to  watch  over  the  churches  in¬ 
cluded  within  their  bounds — then  the  Synod,  to  watch 
over  the  Presbyteries  within  their  bounds— and  then 
the  General  Asrembly  whose  duty  it  is  to  watch  over 
the  whole. 

Now  what  is  the  rule  for  the  exercise  of  this  watch  I 
Must  it  be  exercised  on  the  assumption  that  all  the 
church  members  must  be  perfect  or  loose  a  right  to 
their  membership!  D  id  our  blessed  Lord  teach  us  to  look 
for  perfection  in  his  visible  Church'?  No.  He  especially 
taught  us  that  tares  would  be  sown  and  spring  up  aid 
grow  with  the  wheat,  and  that  in  rooting  out  the  ta’es 
we  must  be  careful  not  to  destroy  the  wheat.  And  in 
exercising  discipline  according  to  this  law  they  will 
have  to  bear  much  that  is  wrong  and  to  be  deeply  re¬ 
gretted  in  the  Chnrrh. 

How  is  it  with  our  Northern  churches  “?  How  is  it 
with  these  great  churches  in  Cleveland  !  Are  all  their 
membets  in  all  things  wbat  they  ought  to  be  1 
the  world  locks  upon  these  churabes — are  there  ro  sins 
found  in  its  members  on  which  they  may  feed  !  If  it 
be  so,  they  are  altogether  different  from  the  chnrchee 
with  which  we  are  acquainted  in  the  North.  I  am  not 
at  all  acquainted  with  the  churches  in  Cleveland, 
know  nothing  about  them.  But,  sir,  I  cannot  doubt 
bat  it  is  the  case  here  as  elsewhere  in  the  North — that 
the  world  sees  niuoh  inconsistency  in  its  members — 
that  there  are  among  them  memt-ers — indivicnals  who 
though  they  do  not  hold  slaves  whom  they  can  treat 
unjosUy,  jet  who  are  usurers ;  who  own  stock  in  Sab¬ 
bath  desecrating  railroads ;  who  monopolize  in  times  of 
scarcity,  provisions,  and  oppress  the  p-Jor,  or  do  eome- 
thing  inconsbtent  with  the  laws  of  Christ. 

Then,  sir,  in  estimating  the  moral  and  splriinrl  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Sourthem  churche.i,  we  must  be  careful 
wbat  rule  wo  apply  to  them.  Wo  must  not  so  overlook 
the  imperfections  of  onr  own  churches,  as  to  apply  a 
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To  dwell  in  general  upon  the  wickedness,  and  sinful 
neu,  and  oppression  of  slavery,  as  it  exists  as  an  iostl- 
tutirm  protected  by  our  CorstitnUon  and  regulated  by 
the  laws  of  the  respective  Sutes,  is  aside  from  the 
issue  here.  And  we  should  be  earefnl  not  to  lose  onr 
selves  in  these  generalities,  and  suffer  onr  minds  to  be 
influenced  by  them,  while  we  are  taking  action  that 
seriously  to  affect  the  male  citizen  members  of  cur  own 
churches,  and  through  them  the  churches  with  which 
they  stand  in  cormection. 

The  statistics  of  the  Church  as  published  In  the 
minutes  of  last  year,  (1856)  show  that  in  the  five  Synods,  I 
▼to:  Kentucky,  Missbsippi,  Tennessee,  West  Tennessee 
and  Virginia,  there  are  13,773  church  members  alto- 
'  t«f  these  I  am  told  by  a  minister  of  one  of  the 

chmehes,  that  there  are  at  least  1 ,600  colored  members,  1 
leaving  About  12,000  white  members,  old  and  young, 
end  female.  I  have  inquired  of  two  of  the  most 
Intelligent  t  f  these  ministei-s— How  many  of  these  were 
male  members  of  adult  age  7  One  said  he  thought  not 
more  than  one  in  ten ;  the  other,  about  five;  the  last 
would  be  a  Urge  average  for  our  Northern  churches; 
but  suppose  this  to  be  a  correct  est’mate.  Then  in 
these  five  Synods,  covering  all  the  slave  States  vrith  the 
exception  of  Missouri,  we  have2,4(-0  church  members 
of  adult  age,  male  citizens,  who  enjoy  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  citizens,  and  who  are  directly  responsible 
for  doing  all  that  can  be  done  either  legitimately  or  by 
revolution  for  the  entire  abrogation  or  melioration  of 
this  system  of  slavery. 

On  tbf«"  we  must  have  onr  eyes  in  the  action  propos¬ 
ed.  We  may  if  we  think  proper,  bear  our  testimony 
ag^st  the  sin  or  the  evil  of  slavery,  as  it  exists  at  the 
South,  but  In  bear'ng  that  testimony,  we  should  be  care¬ 
ful  that  we  do  not  unjustly  Involve  the  members  of  onr 

own  communion. 

Now,  in  order  to  estimate  properly  the  responsibility 
of  the  2,400  churih  citizen  members,  let  ns  place  them 
along  side  of  the  ma’e  adult  church  members  In  some 
of  our  Northern  States.  Let  us  take  the  State  of  Ohio. 
There  is  now,  I  am  credibly  informed,  a  law  in  Ohio  in 
lull  force,  that  Is  as  really— I  say  not  to  the  same  extent 
—but  as  really,  in  conflict  with  the  teachings  of  the 
Bible,  as  the  institution  of  slavery  itself,  or  the  laws 
regulating  the  instilntion  can  be.  A  law,which  as  far  as 
it  operates,  strikes  at  the  foundation  of  the  domestic  io- 
sUtut'on,  Is  calculated  to  overturn  that  institation,  and 
thus  introduce  Into  sooiety  all  the  evils,  the  vice,  the 
Immorality,  the  licentiousness,  which  march  in  the 
train  of  its  destruction,  and  which  do  follow,  as  far  as 
the  law  operates.  Doubtkss  there  are  many  families 
in  the  State  of  Ohio,  sufferirg  under  the  operation  of 
that  law.  I  allude  to  the  law  of  Marriage  and  Divorce. 
Marriage  is  an  ordinance  of  God  ;  a  sacred  ordinance ; 
and  the  tie  it  forms  can  only  be  sundered  for  one  rea¬ 
son,  according  to  the  law  of  Christ.  According  to  the 
laws  of  Ohio,  divorces  can  be  granted  lor  some  six  or 
dgbt  reasons.  And  the  conrta  of  Ohio,  or  its  Legisla¬ 
ture,  are  constantly  granting  divorces  on  these  grounds. 
This  slate  of  things  Is  not  peculiar  to  Ohio.  It  prevails 
Id  many  r-f  onr  Northern  States.  It  does  in  the  State 
of  PenEsylvaDia  where  I  live.  The  Legislature  of  that 
State  yearly  grant  man>  divorces,  in  direct  conflict 
with  the  law  of  Cfarisi’s  Kingdom. 

With  them  as  with  you,  the  law  regards  marriage  as  a 
civQ  contract,  and  it  may  be  dissolved, and  often  is,  on 
the  slightest  pretence.  Now,  how  much  responsibility 
do  the  male  adult  members,  in  the  erjojment  of  all 
the  privileges  and  rights  of  citizens,  feel  for  these 
laws  of  Maniage  and  Divorce  as  they  stand  upon 
their  statute  book,  now  in  force!  Will  they  say,  we 
cannot  help  it !  Then  how  much  less  can  the  2,4.0 
church  members,  of  the  same  class  living  among  from 
2  to  300,0)0  slaveholders,  be  responsible  for  the  Institu- 
ti<m  of  slavery  among  them  and  the  laws  that  retulate 
it.  Let  us  measure  their  respont-ibility  by  cur  own. 
Do  our  Church  Judicatories  feel  constrained  by  a  deep 
sense  of  duty  to  bear  testimony  against  the  Anti-Christ¬ 
ian  laws  of  our  own  States  !  1  see,  I  bear  of  no  such 
tbtng  Bat  let  ns  turn  onr  eyes  upon  ourselves.  Let 
08  estimate  properly  onr  own  responsibility,  and  under 
a  sense  of  that  responsibility,  let  ns  act  in  reference  to 
onr  S outbera  b  ethren. 

I  presume  no  one  of  ns  will  deny,  that  it  is  our  duty 
as  ministers  of  our  Lr>rd  Jesus,  to  go  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  ere v  me  where  tlein-titn'ionofriavery 
exists,  as  well  ts  vrhere  it  doee  not  exist;  such  is  the 
command  In  the  eommission  under  which  we  act,  as  ihc 
ministers  of  the  L*)rd  Jesus.  If  God  succeeds  our  la¬ 
bors,  and  souls  are  converted,  It  is  our  duty,  if  permit¬ 
ted  by  the  civil  power,  to  gather  them  into  churches, 
and  when  that  is  done,  they  are  openly  and  by  profes¬ 
sion  under  law  to  Christ.  Their  relations  now  ate 
changed  in  one  impjrtan-.  respect— tley  sra  no  longer 
of  this  world,  they  are  under  law  to  Christ  as  their 
King ;  the  sum  of  that  law  is :  to  love  God  supremely, 
Md  tbefr  neighbor  as  tbemselves.  As  Christian  mas- 


rule  to  them,  greatly  feverer  than  the  rule  we  apply  to 
ourselves,  for  with  what  measure  we  mete,  it  shall  be 
measured  to  us. 

Rev.  Alfred  Newton,  of  the  Sjnod  of  Western  Re¬ 
serve,  would  repel  the  accusation  made  against  that 
Body  of  having  shown  an  uncristlan  spirit  towards  the 
brethren  in  the  Santh,  It  was  on  their  memorial  that 
their  action  was  based — it  was  a  public  offence  and  was 
to  be  treated  in  a  public  manner.  He  was  a  conserva¬ 
tive  man,  and  all  would  be  disclosed  to  admit  it,  when 
he  told  thc-m  he  w-tsa  reader  o  f  the  AVrcYorA  Observer. 
They  were  accused  of  making  all  this  trouble,  hut  he 
would  tell  the  gonilemen  that  the  trouble  lies  deeper 
and  la  wider  than  that.  The  subject  of  slavery  would 
not  keep  still.  It  won’d  be  agitated  and  agitated.  Ai  d, 
unless  the  Assembly  and  the  Synod  of  Western  Reserve 
could  be  freed  from  -all  responsibility  in  the  matter  of 


"How  BhaU  It  be  DoneF” 

A  full  answer  to  this  question  from  my  friend  of 
I'Sjracose,”  has  been  neoessaiily  delayed  by  the 
pressure  of  other  business.  Bat  the  subject  loses 
nothing  of  its  interest  by  the  Ispse  of  time.  The 
question  whether  the  Master  of  Assemblies  shall  be 
honored  or  dishonored  in  the  offerings  of  praise  is 
one  of  grest  moment.  And  if  unhappily  He  is  at 
present  dishonored  in  the  moltitude  of  cases,  we 
may  well  inquire  for  a  practicable  method  cf  reform. 

Those  who  have  leflrcted  upon  the  numerons  ob- 
tacles  which  were  grouped  together  in  my  last  com¬ 
munication,  will  readily  perceive  that  what  is  to  ba 
done  is  po  trivial  matter.  If  to  the  several  classes 
and  subdivisions  cf  complainers  there  mentioned, 
we  add  a  less  considerable  class  of  grumbltrs,  who 
follow  a  multitude  to  do  evil,  and  a  more  respect¬ 
able  one,  who  have  been  taught  from  childhood,  that 
reform  in  Psalmody  is  impracticable,  our  catalogue 
of  difficulties  will  appear  snffioiently  formidable. 
But  these,  unless  absolutely  insuperable,  should  not 
deter  ns  from  effort.  They  should  rather  quicken  us 
to  duty. 

We  have  said  that  there  is  onx  general  method) 
and  ONE  ONLY  which  can  be  successfully  pursued. 
That  method  is,  to  follow  out  the  principles  of  duty 
which  are  found  in  the  unerring  standard.  These 
are  perfectly  plain.  Christians  must  be  wskened 
to  intelligent  activity  on  this  subject.  Responsi¬ 
bility  rests  with  them,  just  as  in  reference  to  prayer. 
Toey  cannot  shake  it  off*.  It  will  return  upon  them 
in  spite  of  all  the  wrong  thinking  and  half  intentional 
sophistry  which  prevail.  Revelation  and  reason 
conspire  to  convict  them  of  delinquency,  and  to  these 
monitors  they  must  be  brought  to  listen.  The  deep 
fundamental  ideas  of  Christian  worship  must  be 
brought  into  the  discussion.  Of  every  class  and 
subdivision  of  the  commonity  referred  to,  we  are 
bold  to  say,  that  some  wrong  principle  or  wrong 
stand-point  has  been  taken,  and  evidently,  the  only 
way  to  destroy  the  influence  of  such  a  principle  or 
position  is  to  establish  the  ono  which  is  right. 

The  first  step  in  reform  then,  is  the  full  presen¬ 
tation  of  this  subject  before  our  Christian  assemblies 
Christians  have  a  conscience,  and  when  this  is  dnlj 
enlightened,  they  can  be  brought  to  act.  Surely 
hero  is  a  fracticabli  thing.  Let  this  bo  done,  and 
every  thing  else  can  be  achieved.  The  whole  cata¬ 
logue  of  difficulties  will  be  found  to  vanish  like  mist 
before  the  rising  sun.  Every  other  plan  is  destined 
ultimately  to  fail,  but  thlsnever — never  while  Chtist 
ians  are  alive  to  the  guilt  of  systematic,  solemn 
mockery  in  the  house  cf  the  blessed  God  whom  they 
are  to  worship  and  adore.  Wo  repeat  it;  every 
practical  d>ffi:alty  can  easily  be  obviated,  when 
Christians  have  been  duly  enlightened.  But,  in  the 
second  place,  who  are  the  men  that  shall  spply  the 
quickening  torch  of  truth  upon  this  subject  ?  Here 
is  a  moinontous  question.  H  a  w  sbal  I  it  be  answered  ? 
If  it  related  to  prayer  or  exhortation,  or  alms  giving, 
or  to  any  thing  else  among  the  catalogue  of  duties 
or  doctj'..  es,  we  shouM  have  a  ready  answer.  Tno 
pulpit  speaks  nobly  and  discriminatingly  on  other 
subjects;  but  on  this  it  is  silent,  and  has  been  sn, 
virtually,  fur  thelast  half  century.  In  afewsolitary 
instances  there  has  been  a  partial  utterance  of  truth 
accotepanied  more  or  less  by  artistic  declamation 
which  i'l  accorded  with  it.  But  if  there  has  ever 


but  holding  that  impulse  under  due  reguktiou  and  re¬ 
straint  ;  always  to  be  found  in  his  appropriate  place, 
always  reliable,  always  ready  to  co  operate  with  the 
wise  and  the  good  In  the  promotion  of  those  objects 
which  are  manifestly  adopted  to  advance  the  cause  of 
tru'h,  lighteonsness  and  benevolence.

may  safely  and  honorably  follow,  a  memory  which  they 
shoold  delight  to  cherish.  Bereaved  friendship  bend¬ 
ing  over  hie  grave  and  dropping  upon  it  the  tear  of 
affection,  may  say,  with  as  much  Irnth  as  poetic  feeling :

At  a  meeting  of  the  Session  of  the  Presbyterian 
church  of  Jefferson,  held  May  26th,  1857,  the  following 
preamble  and  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  the  great  Disposer  of  all 
events  to  remove  from  ub,  by  death,  Dr.  Eli  Boles,  for 
many  years  an  active,  efficient,  and  highly  esteemed 
member  of  this  body,  and  whereas  this  mournful  event 
has  occurred  at  that  stage  of  life  in  which,  from  the  UU' 
impaired  vigor  of  his  intellectual  powers,  he  still  en 
joyed  the  prospect  of  great  usefulness  for  many  years, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  whUe  we  would  submissively  bow  to 
that  mysterious  Providence  which  has  removed  him 
from  us,  and  meekly  receive  the  solemn  lesson  which  it

The  latter  is 
important,  but  not  to  be  crmpaied  to  tiie  inti  rests  of 
the  undying  soul.  It  too  has  so  diverted  the  aiteniion 
of  ministers  and  people  from  the  gospel  that  Its  <  ffl  - 
ciency  has  been  greatiy  hindered ;  and  if  it  went  on  in¬ 
creasing,  as  he  bel'eved  it  would,  their  fields  of  labor 
would  eventually  beci  me  liarreu.  And  when  min*ster8 
of  the  gospel  turned  aside  from  their  proper  sphere  of 
duty,  and  made  any  other  bubject  more  premiLont 
than  that  of  saving  men.  there  results  would  always 
follow. 

The  speaker  next  refeTed  to  the  intolerant  spirit 
which  this  agitation  created.  As  Instances  of  it,  refer¬ 
ence  was  m-ide  to  Judge  Lnring,  and  R-iv.  Nohemiah 
Adams.  This  ogiUtion,  let  me  say  bretbreo,  hes  had, 
and  will  contii.ua  to  have  a  sad  iLflueLce  upon  the  po 
litical  destinies  of  the  country.  It  tends  to  alienation 
and  strife  between  the  different  seciions  of  our  land, 
and  is  fast  breaking  the  bonds  which  bind  us  together, 
Already  many  of  the  leading  stetesmen  6f  the  Sonth 
opcidy  txprees  the  desire  to  brin^  about  a  di-^FOlution 
of  the  Union.  Politicians  will  try  to  use  the  Church  as 
a  means  to  accomplish  their  schemes,  and  it  is  for 
you  to  say  whether  j  oa  will  be  used  for  such  a  pur¬ 
pose. 

Tfce  consequences  of  this  agitation  South  has  been 
to  put  a  tt'-p  to  all  Legislative  tebemes  for  the  eman- 
cipUion  of  the  colored  race ;  tor  one  carried  off  by  un¬ 
derground  rail  oads,  the  bonds  are  fixed  on  five.  U’ltil 
1834,  public  sentiment  in  Virginia  was  strongly  in  favor 
of  gradual  emancipation.  But  now  the  minds  of  the 
people  were  averse  to  it.

The  Home  Ghapel,  at  No.  29  East  Twenty- 
ninth  street,  erected  by  the  American  Female 
Guardian  Society,  as  a  Free  chapel  for  the  poor, 
and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  their  Insti¬ 
tution— the  Home  for  the  Friendless— wss  dedica¬ 
ted  last  Wednesday  afternoon  in  the  presence  of  a 
large  audience.  Rev.  Dr.  Ferris  presided.  After 
prayer,  the  children— 160  in  number- connected 
;*ith  the  Home,  sang  a  hymn  composed  for  .the  oc¬ 
casion.  Rov.  Dr.  Ferris  then  made  an  interesting 
statement  of  facts  connected  with  the  history  of  the 
Institution.  Rot.  Messrs.  Annstrorg  and  Gixyler, 
and  Rev.  Drt.  GUlette  and  Dowling  delivered  ad 
dresses. 

The  Home  Ghapel  was  C3mmenced  about  a  year 
ago  and  finished  within  the  past  week,  at  an  ex¬ 
pense  of  about  $30,000.  Tbe  building  is  of  brick, 
four  stories  high,  with  tnrrets  at  both  ends,  and  ha* 
a  very  imposing  appearance. 

This  Institution  is  under  the  care  of  ladie9,  who 
manage  it  admirably.  Their  periodical  has  a  very 
large  circulation,  and  this  aids  the  funds  of  the  In¬ 
stitution.  Few,  if  any  ot  the  benevolent  institu¬ 
tions  of  New  York  are  douig  a  woik  of  more  prao- 
tical  benevolence,  than  the  “  Home  of  the  Friend¬ 
less.”
